It has been discovered that no pro­ 
vision is made in the budget now be­ 
fore the legislature for taking care of 
subsidies which the state failed to 
pay last year under the Hughes-Gris- 
wold act. 
Under this law the state 
is supposed to pay half of the salaries 
of health commissioners and public 
health nurses, but no money was ap­ 
propriated for this two years ago and 
there was a deficit of $125,000 up to 
Jan. 1, which will be increased to 
$200,OdO by July 1. 
ft will take all 
that, has been appropriated for the 
next twm years to make up this deficit, 
which would mean that no subsidies 
could be paid to any of the health 
districts after July 1. 
With severe influenza epidemics in 
jiany sections of the state and health 
fficers and public health nurses work- 
ng overtime taking care of the sick, 
ippeal may be made to the legislature 
oy health officers to restore to the 
budget amounts which were cut. off by 
former Governor Davis in order to

Health Director Monger and Gov­ 
ernor Donahey are in receipt of let­ 
ters of protest from the Columbus 
Urban league in connection with the 
abolishing of the position held 
by 
John C. Logan in the state department 
of health. 
The letters request that 
Logan be allowed to carry on his 
work. 
They call particular attention 
to the health problem of the colored 
people of the state, citing the ex­ 
tremely high death rates.

Colonel Graves 
succeeded Gifford l'inchot as the chief 
of a government bureau which has 
been steadily in the lim elight for one 
rensnn or another for >i good in.in^ 
years. 
He served in France during 
the war for a tim e as the head of the 
forestry organization of the American 
expeditionary force. 
Lumbering Methods Changed. 
The activities of the tree men have 
resulted in some good, even if. as a 
gnori many practical conservationists 
believe, they also have resulted In pre­ 
venting the use of tim ber which ad* 
vsntageously could be marketed with­ 
out endangering the country a supply. 
Once on a tim e the lumber Interests 
of the country In conducting their op­ 
erations killed a dozen young trees 
while cutting out o n e adult tree. 
1 he 
insistence on the necessity of saving 
the forests has m oved m any of the 
great lumber com panies to make an 
entire change in their methods of op­ 
eration. 
There w as a time when lum­ 
bermen thought of the market "t to­ 
day and not of the market of the fu­ 
ture.

Liggett was n 
fighting soldier and a successful one. 
He commanded art arm y, a huge army, 
and yet today he Is on the reti reti li-t 
of tin* service with th e rank of flint 
of a man who comm ands only a divi­ 
sion. 
And there is Major C enerai Crowder. 
Judge advocate general of the United 
States army, who is about to retire 
after forty-five years of service. 
It 
was Crowder who fram ed and direct­ 
ed the draft after th e United States 
entered the war. T h e process of the 
draft was carried through without dis­ 
turbances and w ithout scandal. It w as 
said to he the greatest perform ance of 
like kind in history. 
Major General Wood was an apostle 
»if preparedness. 
It is not only def­ 
initely said today, but it is definitely 
known that if Wood lmd not Inside«! 
on tin* establishm ent of the training 
camps the d raft arm y of th e United 
States would have h a d no trainisi ofti- 
<ers. 
Military men say th a t Wood 
saved a situation and saved the coun­ 
try. 
As for General Dickman, it w as as a 
major general th at he commanded th e 
Third division which buried tbe (¡or­ 
mati« buck "ver tbe M arne and turned 
the tide toward victory. L ater lie cotn- 
muadcd the l ’irst corps in the Argonne 
and later yet tbe arm y of occupation 
in Germany. 
Why Some in Congr««* Object.
